Russian Strength Is

Washington, Aug. 13—JP—Sen-

Compromise Tax Program Is

Harrisburg, Aug. 13—(IP)—A compromise tax program expected 


to produce over $150,000,000 in new state revenue was prepared for 
presentation to the senate Republican caucus today.

Boys Held By FBI and Police 
Admit Sending Threatening 
Letter to Resident of Warren 


Latest methods of detection and extensive investigation 
today led Mike Evan, chief of the Warren Borough Police, 
and an agent from the Federal Bureau Investigation in Pitts- 
burgh, to the solution of an attempt to extort $5,000 from 
Mrs. Helen Pendleton Rockwell, prominent Warren woman. 
It also .led to the apprehension of two Warren boys, one 
15 and the other 16, who have admitted having written the 
extortion note. The thorough and methodical investigation, 
which has been conducted since the note was received on 
June 15, has been withheld from the public until today. The 
F. B. I. representative arrived in Warren at 12:30 this after- 
noon. He and Chief Evan were still closeted with the two 
boys at press time and it is possible this session may result 
in still further implications. 


In the note, which was sent through the U. S. mail, Mrs. 


Rockwell's life was threatened unless .she left $5,000 in cash 
at the General Joseph Warren monument, which is near her 
home at 503 Third avenue, west-j. 
Since that time, the Rockwell man- 
sion has been closely watched by 
the police department from various 
points of vantage. 


Through a joint investigation 


conducted by Chief Evan' and the 
F. B. I. representative, it was de- 
termined that the extortion note 
was written on a Woodstock type- 
writer. 
In the meantime, and 


while the Rockwell home was be- 
ing guarded, it was ascertained 
that there are but six Woodstock 
typewriters 
in 
Warren.

Evan learned, after exhaustive 
questioning, that a certain boy 
whom he had begun to* suspect, 
had access to a Woodstock type- 
writer and xwhen Chief Evan con- 
fronted the boy with this state- 
ment and with other facts, the 
boy readily admitted his guilt and 
implicated another teen-age youth. 


Today's secret session with the 


boys is expected to bring out ex- 
actly what prompted them to 
threaten Mrs. Rockwell, and it is 
possible there may be another an- 
gle brought out. The boys have 
told Chief Evan they wrote the 
note in the belief the recent death 
of Mrs. Rockwell's husband, Al- 
bert Rockwell, prominent indus- 
trialist, had resulted in a large in- 
heritance for her. They told Chief 
Evan they felt the demand for 
$5,000 was modest in itself, "and 
but a nominal request."

$7,200,000,000 (B) a year boost 
voted by the house. Senators have 
been talking of holding the- In- 
crease to five or six billions. 


2. Stiffer government controls 


over prices, wages' and credit with 
emphasis upon savings by Individ* 
uals. 


O'Mahoney, In advance of th» 


committee discussion, told report- 
ers: "My personal opinion is that 
the American economy can meet 
the problems providing; the prob- 
lem is clearly understood by th« 
congress and the country." 


He noted that the senate-house 


committee had unanimously ap- 
proved a "pay-as-we go basis" for 
meeting the long-range multi-bil- 
lion dollar defense and foreign aid 
program.

Lattimore Will Have Chance 
To Refute McCarthy Charges

YFfASHINGTON — (NEA— A show-down on the alleged Communis 
" connections of Prof. Owen Lattimore is now in the making. Prof 
Lattimore will get a chance to testify in his own defense in open hear- 
ings before Nevada Senator Fat McCarran's Judiciary subcommittee 
He has already testified in closed session. 


In March, 1950, Wisconsin Senator Joseph R. McCarthy called Latti- 
more "the top Soviet espionage agent in America." At that time Prof 
Lattimore was in Afghanistan for the United Nations. He cabled bach 
his denials of the charge. His Washington attorneys threatened to su« 
McCarthy for libel. 


When Lattimore returned in April, he testified before the Tydings 


Foreign Relations subcommittee that McCarthy was "a base and con- 
temptible liar" and dared McCarthy to testify off the Senate floor thai 
he was a Communist or a Soviet spy. 


Senator McCarthy is a daily attendant at the new hearings, how* 


ever, so he and Prof. Lattimore may again come face to face for furthei 
fireworks. Senator McCarthy is not a member of the McCarran com* 
mlttee, but a most interested observer. Some of the testimony thai 
McCarthy wanted brought out before last year's Tydings committee 
investigation is now being presented before the McCarran group. 
"DEAL purpose of the McCarran subcommittee Is to investigate the 
**• Institute of Pacific Relations, following seizure of the IPR files. 


The business at hand is an attempt to show that the Institute ol 


Pacific Relations was in a position to exercise an undue amount of 
influence in shaping U. S. State Department policy on the Far East. 
That IPR actually exercised this influence has yet to be proved. 


But the direction which the hearing has taken is towards building 


up a case that IPR was not Just a Commie front organization, but a 
full-fledged Communist apparatus, designed for the specific job of di- 
recting American foreign policy along desired Russian lines. While a 
number of the backers of IPR were admittedly perfectly loyal American 
citizens, it is inferred that they were the innocent dupes of Com- 
munist conspirators. 


This is where Owen Lattmore comes into the case. Toward the end 


of 1933, Lattimore became editor of IPR's magazine, "Pacific Affairs." 
utd held that Job till 1941. 


In 1941-42 he was President Roosevelt's adviser to Chiang Kai-shek. 


For two years he was director of overseas operations for Office of War 
Information. He returned to China with Henry Wallace in 1944, and 
after the war was on the U S. Reparations Mission to Manchuria. 
LJE addressed State Department employes once in 1946 and hasn't 
*••*• been on the State Department payroll since. He has been director of 
;he Walter Hines Page school of international relations at Johns Hop* 
tins University since 1938. and this is his present job. Incidentally. 
ic has written a dozen books on the Far East 


The still unanswered question is how this made him "the architect of 


American foreign polio." as Senator McCarthy charged Evidence be- 
iore the McCarran committee has thus far been pretty thin. 


Alexander Barmine— ex-Russian general now head of the U. S. State

Founded by S. E. Walker, father of the present 
publisher, W. A. Walker, August 13, 1900, the Times 
Publishing Company has for about 23 years been pub- 
lishing the Warren Times-Mirror, sole survivor of 
numerous daily and weekly papers that were launched 
and either absorbed or suspended during the past half 
century. The principles of the present paper remain the 
same as were expounded in the first issue of The Evening 
Times back in 1900, but the composition, content and 
size bear little.resemblance to each other. 


The publisher and the Times-Mirror family are proud 


of the age of the paper. Down through the years those 
who have followed in the footsteps of the founder and 
his early associates have endeavored faithfully to carry 
out the visions, promises and high ideals as set forth in 
the first edition 51 years ago. Ever mindful of these 
pledges and hopes we move into another year determined 
to strive unceasingly to merit the confidence of the com- 
munity we serve. 


We reprint below an interesting article that appeared 


in The Evening Times fifty yeai-s ago today, on the 
occasion of the first anniversary of the paper:

hundreds of friends. 


From that tune forward the

overcrowded field, its main rival, 
the Press, was forced to succumb 
in March of this year, and was 
absorbed by this paper. New 
machinery has constantly been 
added to the plant, until it is now 
one of the best equipped in this 
part of the state. The paper is

and 


scarcely any plate matter 19 used 
in its make-up. 


The Times believed that there 


was room in Warren for a news- 
paper that was not afraid to 
speak out m meeting. To present 
facts that the public should know, 
was entitled to know, fearlessly 
and fairly. That policy hag been 
followed out, and during the year 
many reforms have been brought 
about through the medium ship of 
The Times. 
It kept aloof from 


any clique, presenting only the 
broader aspect of daily events, 
without personal feeling, permit- 
ting those whom the shoe fitted 
to put it on. 


The news, The Times has en- 


deavored to present in as fresh 
and reliable a form as is possible 
for a daily newspaper to do. So 
far as practicable every story 
coming to the office is investigat- 
ed and the facts presented as they 
actually exist. With all precau- 
tions taken The Times has made 
many errors that could not have 
been more displeasing to those in- 
volved thaj^they were to us.
